Patent 6,279,875 (hereinafter Chatufale). 

Chatufale discloses a seal assembly for a gate valve as claimed comprising first 
and second pocket inserts as claimed (left and right sides), first seat and second seat 
members as claimed, first and second annular grooves as claimed, first and second 
radial seal ring as claimed. Since claims 8 and 9 depend from claim 1 , the limitations of 
claims 8 and 9 would be regard as the same as for claims 2 and 4. Similar situation 
would go for claims 1 0-1 2.
